Moves to Guthrie. 

The Rev. 'Israel G. Joiner, of Ben- 
nettBtown, one of the oldest and 
most widely known ministers 
in the county, has moved with his 
family from his old homestead near 
Bennettstown to Guthrie, where 
they will make their home in the 
future.

The many persons who pay rent at 
the post office were not a little sur- 
prised the middle of last week by 
finding in their boxes a blue card on 
which appeared the familiar words, 
"Box Rent Due." As they had 
prepaid ihe present quarter's rent 
they could not imagine why such an 
Order had been promulgated. An 
inquiry to the deputy postmaster 
elicited the information that orders 
nad come from headquarters to col- 
lect box rent for the new quarter 
before tlie expiration of the old one. 

We don't know how many hun- 
dreds of thousands of post offices 
Uncle Sam has, but we do know 
that if every box renter in the Unit- 
ed States would pay his 50 cents 
two weeks in advance the Govern- 
ment would have the use of a large 
sum of money two weeks for noth- 
ing at the expense of the people. 

In other words, people are not to 
have the usual ten days' grace to 
pay their little fifty cents per quar- 
ter for their own convenience, but 
more for the convenience of the men 
the post office, and if you do not 
pay up the last day of December 
your box will be declared vacant. 

But as there is a way to evade 
any law so is there a way to evade 
post office orders and get a box and 
hold your money to the last moment. 
If you have to give up your box on 
lary first apply far another, pay 
■ 50 cents and you will have a 
rest for another three months. 
While the people are trusting your 
Uncle Samuel to keep good his bar- 
gain for three months, itiooks very 
much like the Postmaster-General 
has but little confidence in the peo- 
ple that pay for the running of the 
Department. It looks like the P. M. 
G. wants to make a "little rep." by 
his new departure, and he must im- 
agine he is a second Roosevelt.

UNKNOWN FACTS CONCERNING

The selection of Mr. Mitchell as the 
official engraver of the dies for the 
stamped envelopes Is an old story to 
him now. His service began In 1868. 
That is a long record in an era of 
pirited competition for government 
contracts, but the art of intaglio en- 
graving Is very scantily disseminated. 
The output of expert craftsmen in 
this kind of work Is so rare that If 
Mr. Mitchell were to decline to exe- 
cute the next design of the embossed 
stamp the United States Envelope 
company would be put to great exer- 
tion to find a competent successor to 
him. 

On the wall in the workshop of this 
expert craftsman In the Studio 
building on Tremout street, there Is a 
large frame containing perhaps 28 or 
80 examples of embossed stamps. 
They represent, of course, only a part 
of the issues of the past 38 years, but 
in showing the changes of three dec- 
adea they help mightily to impress 
the layman with the longevity of their 
maker'3 service. 

The art of making these dies prop- 
erly, with Mr. Mitchell, depends on 
making the matrix properly. The 
matrix is born of a small steel block 
topped by a disk about a half-Inch 
thick. All the engraving Is done on 
this upper structure, and it is done 
downward. Here enters the difficulty 
of the task; the greatest difficulty of 
engraving is to cut downward, that is, 
to make an intaglio Instead of a re- 
lief. 

When the matrix, or, as Mr. Mitch- 
ell calls It, the mother die, is done, a 
soft hub slightly less in diamter is 
thrust into It and kept there until a 
relief design of the figure is obtained. 
Then the die Is complete, and from 
these two parts— the Intaglio and the 
relief, the two-parent dies— many 
thousand embossed stamps may be 
produced. This manufacture Is, of 
course, done in Hartford; Mr. Mitch- 
all's task Is ended when the dies are 
eady for service— In commemoration 
>f the new postmaster-general or 
some special event In the history of 
the country, as, for Instance, a na- 
tional exposition. 

More than one set of dies is used 
by the envelope company In Hari- 
ford. But every die is obtained from 
that original matrix. New hubs are 
mated with the mother; they in turn 
create new matrices, and the process 
of propagation is kept up until evi- 
dences of wear and tear on the ori- 
ginal dies show and the finer lines be- 
to lose their absolute resemblance 
to the original engraving. 

In addition to the engraving of 
stamp dies for the postal department 
Mr. Mitchell serves other departments 
>t the government. The seal of the 
secretary of the navy and the seals of 
the internal revenue service from 
Alaska to Florida and Maine are out 
of his studio. In the engraving of 
stones, Mr. Mitchell uses a revolving 
steel knire, touched with diamond 
dust and oil; in the engraving of 
steel dies for the manufacture of the 
stamped envelopes only a hard steel 
knife, yet you can count nearly all the 
Intaglio engravers of steel on one
